THE NEW TUBE 


One of the latest developments of 
modern radio engineering is the W D 
1} Aeriotron, better known as the 


“peanut”’ tube. It is a product of the 


Westinghouse Company, and is dis- 
tributed by this company and by the 
Radio Corporation of America. 

The things that interest the average 
user of vacuum tubes are: first, the cost; 
second, the sensitiveness and ability to 
oscillate; third, the degree of precision 
necessary in controlling the electronic 
emission of the filament; fourth, the 
plate current consumption; fifth, the 
serviceable life if the tube; and sixth, 
the filament current consumption, Al- 
though the WD11 is slightly more ex- 
pensive than the UV200, which is 
usually considered the standard, the 
good qualifications of the new tube far 
outshine this disadvantage. The 
WDI11 is a more sensitive detector and 
a better oscillator than the old tube, 
which means greater range and more 
ease of tuning. Its filament adjust- 
ment is not nearly so critical, This 
eliminates fussing w.th the rheostat, 
formerly a necessary evil. The plate 
voltage is the same as in the case of 
Radiotrons or Audiotrons—from 22 
to 45 volts. The WDI1 filament has 
a longer life than that of other tubes, 
for it is burned only a faint red, 
whereas the filament of the UV200 
burns very brightly. The most strik- 
ing feature of this new bulb, however, 
is the fact that its filament may be 
lighted properly with but one dry cell. 
Heretofore a heavy, bulky storage 
battery, costing perhaps twenty dol- 
lars, was necessary if one wished to 
njoy the advantages of a tube set 
The old tube consumed | ampere at 
a pressure of 6 volts, while the “‘pea- 
nut’’” takes 14 ampere at 1.1 volts o; 
1/22 as much power. Today any one 
having the price of a dry cell—40cents 
—can operate a vacuum tube. Radio 
is certainly advancing!

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THE BETTER MAN

BOVE the din of cannon 
and small artillery rose a 
solitary note, — a_ low, 
monotonous drone which 
roared and murmured, al- 
ternately, with the idle shift ot the 
chill fall wind. 

Major Guilford and his friend, 
Major Jones, gazed admiringly up- 
ward. They knew, as did every 
member of the camp, what that 
sound meant. Lieutenant Longwood 
was returning to the flying field; 
boyish, blithe-spirited—and danger- 
ous—Longwood, the crack ace of the 
American Flying Corps.

A 
single frown from Fate and an avi- 
ator plunges to his death, or is shot 
down from the pure, blue sky by en- 
emy anti-aircraft rifles. 

Tall and erect, he was one who 
might have been selected as a model 
for a poster of “Young America,” 
or the vivid-hued signs which one 
outside of recruiting offices. 
Clear-eyed, and, therefore, clear- 
brained; the kind of young man that 
one reads about, envies, tries to imi- 
tate, and fails. 

Early every afternoon he left for 
the enemy lines, to return at dusk 
after an afternoon of his favorite 
occupation, rendering the air of 
France an unsafe place for any but 
Allied planes. This particular aft- 
ernoon proved no exception to the 
rule, as two prizes had fallen before 
him—the victims of superior skill. 

To return to Majors Guilford and 
Jones, who were regarding intently 
the approaching plane. The former 
considered that Lieutenant Long- 
wood was a sort of ward of his, and,

I headed 
in its direction at once. When | 
was some distance away, the plane 
veered toward a small wood and be- 
gan to descend. The moment , it 
touched ground the driver leaped 
out and began to move a small sig- 
nal flag. I watched his motions, 
and being familiar with the wig-wag- 
gers’ code, found he was sending me 
a message—a message in English 
from the driver of a Taube! It was, 
“Land here, I wish to speak to you.” 
The aviator repeated the message 
three times to make sure I got it. I 
started to descend and soon was on 


the ground near the enemy machine. 


The driver had his back to me, so 
I didn’t recognize him. When I was 
within a few feet of him he turned 
with a smile and held out his hand. 
I didn’t exactly see why I should 
shake hands with an enemy, but [ 
did so for politeness’ sake. Then he 


introduced himself. He was Cap- 
tain Karl Von Strauff!” 


A cry of amazement burst from 
the officers. Captain Von Strauff was 
the German way of saying Lieuten- 
ant Longwood; he meant to Germany 
what Longwood meant to the Allies. 
He was, by far, Germany’s greatest 
ace, having a total of forty-four 
planes to his credit. Jt was rather 
unusual—the two greatest bird-men

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alive, meeting in a forest to__.......- 
At this point in their ruminations, 
the men .remembered they did not 
yet know the reason for Von Strault’s 
request. 

The lieutenant continued: 

“Funny thing, he didn’t look like 
a German at all, or at least not 
what I thought they looked like. 
Well, he told me that he and I were 
getting too popular, and that one 
of us must die. He has devised a 
most unique scheme for killing one 
of us. At 2.30 tomorrow afternoon, 
he and I are to fight to the finish— 
at an altitude of three thousand feet! 
We are to meet on No Mans Land 
at 2.28, shake hands and then return 
to our planes and—” here the youth- 
ful flyer’s voice choked a little— 
——‘“‘and then we are to take the air 
and see which is the better man.” 
His voice was very low now and he 
spoke rapidly. “We're going to try 
to kill each other—not because we 
hate each other, but just because our 
respective countries are at war. Well, 
I suppose that can’t be helped. At 
any rate, I’ll be there; you fellows 
may enjoy yourselves watching the 
battle. Von Strauff says that the 
guns on his side will remain silent, 
in return for the same consideration 
from us. Now, friends, you must 
excuse me; I’m going to get some 
real sleep tonight.” He turned and 
left the room. 

The coming battle was the only 
subject discussed after his exit. The 
two contestants were the greatest fly- 
ers alive. One must die. They en- 
tertained no doubt as to which it 
would be; they had absolute confi- 
dence in the American, but Captain 
Von Strauff was also a famous ace, 
and he claimed more victims than 
did the American. At any rate, it 
would be a wonderful fight which no 
one could afford to miss. The men 
satisfied themselves with that and 
left the decision of the battle for the 


morrow.

Afternoon had finally arrived. 
Lieutenant Longwood had spent the 
morning going over his plane for 
possible defects. At exactly 2.28 
two straight figures moved across 
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No Man’s Land and stopped half- 
way between the opposing trenches. 
Lieutenant Longwood put out his 
hand, and the German officer took it. 

They spoke a few, swift words, 
then, with a hoarse “Good luck!” 
they turned abruptly and returned 
to their machines. A few puffs of 
the engines and the two machines 
roared away, soaring like eagles, 
each trying to secure the upper level. 
Major Guilford and Major Jones 
looked at their watches. It was ex- 
activez.ou: 

From the first it was a real bat- 
tle. The German officer played one 
of his best cards early in the game. 
It consisted of flying along under 
the American plane, and then, by a 
sudden leap, to gain the upper posi- 
tion, which in an air contest is the 
best vantage point. Lieutenant Long- 
wood anticipated the trick, however, 
and succeeded in keeping the top

The German now man- 
aged to employ his loop effectively 
and his was the upper level. He 
released a bomb when almost direct- 
ly over the American plane. Lieu- 
tenant Longwood pulled back his 
control stick, and the machine spir- 


alled upward straight at the enemy 
plane. The enemy officer seemed 
dazed by this and seemed not to 
know the best thing to do. When 
directly under the other plane, Long- 
wood executed one of the German’s fa 
mous sudden loops and was again on 
top. As his machine returned from the 
last arc of the loop he was flying up- 
side down, a bare two hundred feet 
above the German craft. Suddenly 
he shot downward, the nose of his 
machine aimed directly at the en- 


emy. He released the machine-gun 
control. Rapid little spurts of fire, 


a crisp crackling of suddenly re- 
leased bullets, and the battle was 
over. The plane below burst into 
flames and dropped earthward fran- 
tically, like a pigeon that has been 
blinded. The American slowly de- 
scended to his flying field, secured a 
round object which the officers could 
not quite make out, and went up in 
the plane again. He flew about a 
hundred feet up to the spot where 
the enemy had fallen. The men be- 
low heard a rattle of machine-gun 
bullets from Longwood’s plane. 
They understood. A salute to the 
dead—the dead, that, although an 
enemy, was respected for his brav- 
ery and gallantry. A small round 
object, green and red, dropped to 
the ground. Green leaves and red 
poppies—a symbolical tribute .. .. ..

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SINGLE CIRCUIT TUNER 





One of the simplest and best tuners 
that can be made by the average 
Rindge student is the single circuit 
regenerative. If properly made and 
operated, it will cover at night a radius 
of 500 miles regularly with a good 
aerial. With a poor or better antenna 
the range is proportionally lessened or 
increased. 

In the diagram shown, C-I is-a 
.0005 mfd. variable condenser. If a 
large condenser is used, a vernier 1s 
really necessary. 

Vc is a standard variocoupler, 
which can be bought better and almost 
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more cheaply than one can be made. 

Gl is a % megohm grid leak, shust- 
ed by a .00025 mfd. grid condenser, 
C-2. R is a standard rheostat, and 
C-3 a .002 mfd. fixed phone conden- 
ser, shunted across the phoses and B 
battery. A storage battery is unnecess- 
ary ifa WD II, WD12 or VID 
tube is used. The B battery should 
be between 20 and 40 volts, depend- 
ing on the tube used. The total cost 
of the set need not exceed $20, which 
includes the phones. It can in fact 
be assembled for much less. 

The following makes of apparatus 
are recommended: Clapp, Eastham 
variocoupler, U. S. Tool Co. variable 
condenser, Dubilier fixed condensers, 
Everady or Bright Star B_ battery, 
Columbia or Red Seal dry cell, and 
any standard type of phones.

The set is simple to operate. Light 
the filament, adjust the variable con- 
denser and taps until signals are heard, 
then turn the rotor, which in this circuit 
is called the “‘tickler’’, until maximum 
strength without distortion is obtained. 
A little practice will make one expert 
in operating the set.

But wholly aside from the gains 
in a more intelligent citizenry and in a 
beties grasp of how to employ one’s 
spare hours more advantageously, 
there results still another benefit; and 
I surmise that to many boys this will 
le considered the most important I 
refer to the earning capacity which 
high-school training develops. We 
cannot deny that we are living in fact- 
seeking age, no matter how much some 
of us regret the excessive importance 
attached by so many persons to judg- 
ing everything in the school curricula 
from the point of view of its material 
or utilitarian usefullness; it would al- 
most seem that every one demands 
only facts in every statement made no 
theory permitted. We may therefore 
rest assured that the following facts 
accumulated by the Massachusetts 
-Committe on Industrial Education ip 
a study made a few years ago are as 
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Mr. Chester W. Holmes 
accurate as can be procured. Th2 
Committee investigated the status of 
799 workers who have left school at 
either fourteen or eighteen and found 
that at the age of twenty-two, the sum 
earned by those leaving school at 
eighteen was equal to the sum earned 
by those who had left at fourteen. 
But at twenty-five, the high-school 
graduates were getting, on an average, 
$75 a month more than the boys who 
had left school at fourteen. 

If each boy works for the rest of hs 
normal working-life at the samme wag? 
he receives when twenty-five years 
old, the boy leaving school at four- 
teen will earn $26,667 while the 
high-school graduate will earn $58, 
900. But it is fair to assume that the 
high-school graduate, because of his 
broader and more extensivz training 
will forge steadily ahead and will re- 
ceive several increases in h's wages 
after passing his twenty-fifth year; 
the non-graduate will probably receive

some ilicrease, too, but of much small- 
er amounts because of his limited 
knowledge of anythirg more than how 
to do one job well. The Ccmmittee 
concluded that, generally speaking, a 
nation prospers in relative proportion 
to the efficiency of the education of 
the individual. The moral here is clear 
Do not be satisfied with anything less 
than the most knowledge that you can 


acquire. 
But, one may say, that report 
speak of boys in general, making no

write. Then follow a greater and 
mere disconcertng as well as disil!lus- 
ioning surprise: a large proportion of 
men were discovered in our Nationa 
Army, which was composed a!most 
wholly of drafted men,who could be 
instructed only by word of mouth; 
that is. they ‘were unable to read or 
write. We must remember that while 
Iowa had at that time only 1.4 per 
cent. of its population illiterate, 
Louisiana had 29 per cent. illiterate. 
Of course such a situation meant that 
chiefly unskilled labor was available 
for military service. Skilled or semi- 
skilled workers are those who have had 
at least a grammar-school education 
and long experience in a trade. It 
may be well for high-school boys to 
profit by the lesson of our regular and 
National armies, especially since most 
divisions of the two Armies represent 
true cross-sections of our imdustrial 
cities. The Armies in 1917-18, 
while in the process of unification into 
a single fighting force, had a slogan 
“The Right Man in the right place’’; 
and they classifited men—3,665,000 
men, to be exact—according to their 
occupations. It is found that “‘skilled”’ 
tradesmen were rare, and that in each 
10.000 mcn reczived in the draft there 


were but

Chemistry, which js technical and de- 
mands extensive as well as intensive 
training; only 181 chemists and chem- 
cal workers were found in each 100, 
000 men, and there were 55 varieties 
of chemists included in the classifica- 
tion of “Chemists and Chemical 
Workers.” 

The Unted States Army was much 
concerned with securing ‘“‘trained” 
men, because of every 100,000 which 
our Infantry dijvisions alone needed, 
40,000 had to be specialists. Think 
of it! Forty thousand in every hun- 
dred thousand had to be specialists! 
The various occupations which could 
supply men with sore special training 
were listed and totalled 714. There 
were not enough TRAINED men to 
meet the War Department’s needs. 

Let us lcok at two typical Army 
specifications of men needed:

It should be noted that our courses 
in Mechanical Drawing and in, the 
Machine, Forge, and other Shops are 
really interested in those subjects and 
allied studies - Shop Mathematics, Ac- 
counts, Economics, Geometry, Physics, 
Chemistry, etc. to qualify, with experi- 
ence, for responsible positions in which 
their abiltiy to handle men and shop 
problems may have full sway. The 
things most needed now are (1!) the 
vision of the future and (2) the will 
and - stick-to-it-iveness to make the 
vision come true. Again let me em- 
phasize that what I have pointed out 
as true of the Army during war time 
is true every day in peace times in our 
industrial life; for foreman and plant 
superintendents are ever on the alert, 
because of the scarcity of skilled 
workmen and the great, pressing need 
of leader of shopmen, for young men 
who have had thorough traiming in vo- 
cational subjects. Dr. Hollis God- 
frey, a widely known scientific man, 
has aptly termed the men now needed 
in Industry “the non-coms’’ namely’ 
the sergeants and corporals who are

We would be derelict to the cause 
of justice and sportsmanship if we 
failed to notice such an _ effusion. 
We trust that it is not an index of 
the character of the C. H. L. S. de- 
baters.
